THE ALLIANCE FRAN^AISE 


GENERAL INFORMATION 

1. The courses are open to the public and are conducted 
in the Fine Arts Building and in other centers wherever a 
sufficient number of students may apply. 

2. Private classes may be formed and individual instruction 
may be obtained. 

3. Courses may also be taken by corresponde 7 ice if the 
nature of the subject permits. 

4. For admission to the courses no examinations are 
required. 

5. Examinations , though not compulsory, are held at the 
end of every quarter. 

6. Students completing satisfactorily courses in the ‘ 
Alliance Frangaise may obtain full University credit for such 
courses whenever they qualify for regular admission to the 
University of Chicago. 

7. Tuition fees , payable at the office of the Alliance 
Frangaise at the time of registration, are, in public classes, 
$20.00 for each major course (50 lessons of one hour each), 
and $10.00 for each minor course (25 lessons of one hour 
each). 

Fees for courses taken by correspondence are $30.00 
for a major, and $15.00 for a minor course. 

For courses in expression the tuition fee is $50.00 for a 
a major, and $25.00 for a minor course. 

For private classes and individual instruction rates will 
be given upon application. 

8. The Alliance Frangaise, jointly with the University of 
Chicago, confers ( a ) an elementary diploma (Diplome de 
VAlliance Frangaise ), which is given candidates who, having 
pursued its course for at least four quarters, shall demon- 
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strate their ability to speak and write the language with 
fluency and correctness; ( b ) an advanced diploma for 
teachers ( Licence de VAlliance Fran^aise ), which is given 
candidates who, having the qualifications for admission to 
the University of Chicago, and having received the elemen¬ 
tary diploma, shall pursue the courses of the Alliance 
Frangaise for at least eight additional quarters, shall present 
a written thesis, and shall pass examinations in French 
Language, French Literature, French History, French 
Institutions, Philology, and Pedagogy. For these diplomas 
correspondence work will be accepted, and equivalents will 
be determined by examination. An examination fee of 
$5.00 will be charged. 

PROGRAMME OF STUDIES 

The following programme which leads to the diplomas 
of the Alliance Frangaise in co-operation with the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago, is intended to cover four years of studies if 
one course is taken at a time. However after Nos. 1, 2 
and 3 have been successfully completed, several courses 
may well be taken simultaneously and the period of studies 
can thus be considerably shortened. 

N. B.—At the beginning of each quarter a schedule will be 
issued giving the courses offered during that quarter with the 
days and hours when the classes meet . 

I. LANGUAGE 

In the teaching of the language the direct method is 
generally employed and the work is planned with a view 
of enabling the student to read and write the language 
correctly and with ease, being at the same time so arranged 
that those who desire may acquire a colloquial knowledge 
of French without pursuing higher branches. 
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Elementary French 

Course i. Object lessons. Conversation on everyday topics. 

Study of the regular conjugations and the more 
common irregular verbs. Written exercises. 
Dictation. Major 

Course 2. Continuation of Course 1. General view of the 
whole grammar. 

Prerequisite : Course 1 or its eqvivalent. Major 

Intermediate French 
Course 3. Continuation of 1 and 2. 

Special study of the use of tenses. 

Oral and written reproduction of stories of French 
writers told by the instructor and so selected as 
to bring out the national aspects of French life. 

Groups of words. Memorizing of extracts from 
French poetry. Dictation. Private reading, the 
amount and character of which will be deter¬ 
mined by the requirements and taste of the indi¬ 
vidual student, but will not be less than the 
equivalent of 3 ordinary volumes.

Letter-writing; assigned reading: 3 to 5 volumes. 
Prerequisites : Courses 1, 2, and 3 or their equiva- 
lents. Major 

Advanced French 

Course 5. A systematic review of the whole French gram¬ 
mar. Elements of French prosody. Elements of 
rhetoric. 
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Assigned reading: 3 to 5 volumes. 

Prerequisites: Courses 1, 2, 3, and 4 or their 
„ equivalents. Major 

Course 6. Practice in speaking and writing French. A 
course exclusively practical in its aims and meth¬ 
ods and intended to be a complement to the 
preceding courses. 

Assigned reading: 4 to 6 volumes. 

Original composition and reports on books. 
Prerequisites: Courses 1, 2, 3, and 4 or their 
A equivalents. Major 

Course 7. Practice in writing French. An advanced course 
in the study and practice of style and composition. 
Prerequisites: Courses 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5 or their 
* equivalents. Major 

II. DICTION AND EXPRESSION 

Many who possess an efficient vocabulary and a complete 
knowledge of the grammatical relations of words are yet 
poor speakers. To educate students of French in the cor¬ 
rect use of the French language as a means of expression, 
to give them facility of speech and elegance of enunciation, 
a specialist will conduct courses in Diction and Expression 
after the methods followed in the National Conservatory of 
Paris. 

These courses are recommended for singers as well as 
for speakers, and can be taken with advantage by all advanced 
students with the other work of the school. 

Course 8. General principles. French pronunciation. Voice 

and gesture. Reading aloud. Minor 

\ Course 9. Continuation of Course 8. Literary and dramatic 
interpretation. Culture of artistic taste to enable 
the student to discriminate between the literary

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fads, and to recognize the unchanging principles 
of the true and the beautiful. 

Prerequisite: Course 8. Minor 1 

Course io. L’Art de Raconter. In this course the student 
will relate personal experiences, anecdotes, give 
impressions of books, etc. 

As in the preceding courses the instructor will 
always bear in mind that the student is using a 
foreign language; errors in grammar, pronuncia¬ 
tion, and construction will be constantly noticed 
and corrected. Minor 

N. B. — U?ider the supervision of this department and with 
the co-operation of the whole faculty , a French Reading Circle 
and Debating Class will be organized and will meet every Tues- l 
day between November i a?id May i from 3 :jo to 5:30 p. m., 
in the Fine Arts Building. 

The leader will open the meeting with a talk on the give?i 
subject and a ge?ieral discussion thereof will follow. 

Members of this class are expected to understand and speak 
French , and to devote the necessary time to preparatory reading 
and research. 

Membership for the season , $20.00. 

This work carries no University credit. 

III. LITERATURE 

Course n. A general view of French literature from the 
origin to the present day, bringing out the great 
currents in their relation to each other. Assigned 
reading: 10 to 12 works which will be reported 
upon and so selected as to serve as documents 
illustrating the course. b 

Prerequisites: Courses 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 or 7 or 
their equivalents. Major

Course 12. XIX. Century. The leading characteristics of 
the Romantic, Realistic, Impressionist, and other 
schools will be described. Biographical sketches 
of the great writers of these schools will be given 
and their masterpieces read partly in class and 
partly as outside work.

Prerequisites: Courses 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 or 7 and 11 
or their equivalents.

Course 13. XVIII. Century. General view of the century. 

Special study of Voltaire, Rousseau, and Mon¬ 
tesquieu.

Course 15. XVI. Century. The Renaissance and the Refor¬ 
mation. Special study of Rabelais, Calvin, 
Montaigne, La Satire Menippee, Ronsard and 
the Pleiade. 

Extensive reading will be assigned. Essays. 
Prerequisites: Courses 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 or 7 and 11 
or their equivalents. Major 

Course 16. The Middle Ages. The Epic. Early Theater. 

Lyric and Satiric Poetry. Chronicles, etc. 

Extensive reading will be assigned. Essays. 
Prerequisites: Courses 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 or 7 and 11 
or their equivalents. Major

author , of a literary movement or of a school will be offered a?id 
announced in the quarterly schedule. 1 

IV. HISTORY 

These courses, given exclusively in French, are intended 
to place the student of the language and literature in a 
French atmosphere. The instructor will bring out that 
which constitutes the national and social life of France and 
make the study of French history a complement and a con¬ 
tinuation of the study of the language and literature. 

Extensive reading will be assigned and essays on histor¬ 
ical subjects will be written. 

Prerequisites: Courses i, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 or 7 and 11 or their I 


equivalents. 

Course 17. From the Gauls to Charlemagne. Major

V. PHILOLOGY 

These courses are intended for students who have a fair 


knowledge of Latin. 

Prerequisites: Courses 1, 2, 3,.4, 5, 6, or 7, 11, 17 and 18 
or their equivalents. 

Course 21. Historical French grammar. Phonology. Major 
Course 22. Continuation of Course 21. Morphology and 

Syntax. Major 

Course 23. Old French Readings. Major 

Course 24. History of Old French Literature. Major 
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VI. PEDAGOGY 

Course 25. A practical course intended especially for teach- 
ers. Particular attention will be given to the 
spoken language and besides the course will be 
made an illustration of the direct method of 
teaching languages. For this reason the study 
will begin with the elements and be carried 
rapidly enough to cover the whole subject-matter 
required in high schools and colleges. 
Prerequisites: Courses 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 or 7 and 11 
or their equivalents. 

Course 26. Pedagogy in French Literature. A study of 
those French writers who have written on educa¬ 
tion and who have contributed to formulating 
* the pedagogical ideals of France: Montaigne, 

Rabelais, Bossuet, Fenelon, Maintenon, Rollin, 
Condorcet, Rousseau, and the contemporaries. 
t Prerequisites: Courses 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 or 7 and 11 

or their equivalents. 

VII. CIVILIZATION 

Course 27. French Art. Architecture and sculpture from the 
X.century to our days. Painting: Classical school, 
the Romanticists, Landscape Painters, Contempo¬ 
rary Art, Applied Art, Schools and Galleries, etc. 
Extensive reading will be assigned. Essays. 
Prerequisites: Courses 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 or 7 and 11 
or their equivalents. 

Course 28. French Institutions. Political organization. So¬ 
cial tendencies. Family life in France. Universi¬ 
ties, colleges, and schools. Religion in France, etc. 

* Extensive reading will be assigned. Essays.
